LONDON, Jan. 8.—‘‘The additional strength which the enemy 
can obtain from the events in Russia and Italy already has been large- 
ly discounted and the ultimate destruction of the enemy’s field forces 


has been brought appreciably nearer,’’ is the summing up by Field 
Marshal Haig, the British commander-in-chief in France and Belgium, 


of last year’s work by the British army on the Western front. 

The statement is contained in an official report of Gen, Haig’s 
spring and summer campaigns which occupy 26 pages in today’s of- 
ficial gazette. The report covers the period from the opening of the 
Arras offensive to the conclusion of the Flanders offensive in Novem- 
Subsequent events of the year including the Cambrai battle, 
will occupy a separate report, which is to be published shortly.

Tribute to Americans 


General Haig closes today’s report 
with a brief tribute to the Amoricans, 

“During the year,"’ says General 
llaig, “the United States has entered 
the war and taken up their part with 
ll the well-known energy and ability 
of that great nation. Already many 
housands of American soldiers are 


n France. Warm as is the welcome 
hey received from the French peo- 
ple, nowhere will they find a more 


cenuine or friendly greeting than 
‘mong the ranks of the other great 
nglish-speaking armies.” 

At the outset of his report, General 
llaig explains how the general Allied 
plan of campaign for the year was 
ettlod at a conference at French 
veadquarters in November. 1916. 

“The plan,” ghe report says, ‘‘com- 
prised a series of offensives on all 
tronts, so timed as to assist each 
other by depriving the enemy of the 
power of weakening any of his fronts 
to reinforce anether.” 

This plan had to be modified on a 
wholesale scale from the very start, 
owing to the vuriety of developments, 
as the Russian situation. the requiré- 
ments of the Allies,and in later months 
to adverse weather. 

Continuation of Successes 

Notwithstanding ‘these difficulties, 
the whole atory Of the year’s) work is 
a steady continuation of British suc- 
cesses and German setbacks, on which 
Gencral Haig baseg bis zround for his 
opttmistic conchision. 

“The Flanders: offensive was main- 
tained» for three and a half months 
under most adverse conditions,” says 
Field Marshal Hate.

Estimate of Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor After Taking Into 
Consideration Number of Resident Farmers in the Province 
—Suggestion That Drafted Men Be '‘i'emporarily 
Retained

REGINA, Sask., Jan, 8.—Saskatche- 


wan will need 10,000 men for the 
spring and summer work on its farms 
this year, including those laborers 
who are available within Sas che- 
Wan. This estimate was made today 
by T. M. Molloy, commissioner of the 
bureau of labor, department of agri- 


dis- 
in 


culture for Saskatchewan, when 
cussing the farm labor situation 
this province. 

Mr. Molloy stated the estimate was 


made ufter taking full notice of the 
resident number of farmers in the 
province, Roughly 78 per cent of the 


population of Saskatchewan is engag- 
ed in agricultural work, leaving only a 
very small number of others available 
for farm operations out of a total of 
Saskatchewan's population of 640,000 

“We estimate the number needed for 
the year’s spring and summer work in 
the province,” said Mr. Molloy, “is 
#bout 10,000 apart altogether from 


abnormally wet weather, rather than 
the enemy's resistance, which limited 
cur progress and prevented the com- 
plete capture of the ridge.

In making the announcement of the 
receipt of the !etter tcjay, Mr. Wirght 
said it was from an American “busl- 
ness man now located in Canada," 
who was 4 passenger on the ship with 
Mr. Balfour.

York, August 27. After a three days’ 
zig-zag course, it reached Halifax and 
remained there 11 days.

NEERLANDIA SETTLEMENT 


The success of the ploneer ts the)

first step in the 
development of 
struggles by which success Is 
are matters of deepest interest bow 
present and future. Pioneer effort 
radiates from Edmonton, especially 


towards the north and west, and the} 


success cf the pioneer means every- 
thing to the city. Amongst the many 
settlements that are pushing cultiva- 
tion and production northward and 
westward, one of special interest is 
that of Neerlandia, situated about 85 
miles northwest of Edmonton, or to 
be more precise, occupying parts of 
townships 61 and 62, range 3, west 
ef the 6th meridian. This is a settle- 
ment of Holianders numbering some 
45 homesteaders, of whom 26 have 
families in residence, The remainder 
are single men. The Holland settle- 
ment began in the epring of 1912. 
Fourtéen quarters were filed on in 
that year and four families went into 
residence, one coming from the United 
States and three direct from Holland. 
Three Canadian settlers already occu- 
piéd homesteads in the ea now in- 
cluded in the settlement before 1912 
and are atill resident there, In 1913 
five English speaking homesteaders 
from the United States filed on land) 
in the settlement; two of them are 
still in occupation. 

The remainder of the occupants of 
townships 61 and 62 are from Hol- 
land elther directly or after residence 
in the United States. They are mem- 
bers of the Dutch Reformed church 
and have erected commodious church 
building of logs tn whtch religious 
service is held every Sunday, al- 
though there is as yet no pastor. Sun- 
day schoo! is also held. A school was 
started In 1916 as a private enter- 
prise and last summer the Shoal Creek 
school district was formed, A school 
is now being conducted with Miss H. 
M. Kooy teacher, and an attendance 
of about twenty-five children, 

The soil of the settlement ts sandy} 
loam with a layer of black soll on top 
from four to twelve inches in depth. 
There is some brush to be cleared, 
which makes progress difficult and 
eonsequentiy somewhat slow, but un- 
Uring industry and thrift are making 
their mark In the wilderness and sub 
stantial progress is being made. Last 
summer, unfortunately, a great deal 
of the crop was hailed out, but in 
previous seasons the returns of oats, 
barley, spring rye and potatoes were 
good. Very early wheat, such as Pre-| 
lude or Huron, does well, but later 
varieties are not as suitable, There} 
are very few hay swamps, so that! 
hay is scarce and will be until enough 
land is brought under cultivation to 
enable timothy to be grown In quan- 
tity. Cattle are beginning to be ship-| 
ped from the settlement. One stock} 
company is in operation under the 
provincial government's cow bill, and | 
two more have been formed.

Bylaw for $1,500,000 Approved by City Council—Application of Great 


War Veterans 
Memorial Hall Referred

The city council on Tuesday night 
agreed to the by-law passed annually 
which gives the mayor and city council 
power to negotiate a loan of $1,500,- 
000 Upon the security of 1918 taxes, 
to meet the current expenditure of the 
city and to meet wholly or in part the 
amounts required by tye trustees of 
rit Public or Separate school in the 
city, 

Another by-law was adopted which 
amends the by-law passed in May, 
1917, which authorized the issue and 
Sale of special debentures for the sum 
Of $1,200,000. The amended by-law 
reduces the amount to be borrowed 
under the original by-law to $760,000, 
and to issue one or more special de- 
bentures for that purpose, which de- 
bentures shal] bear interest at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum. 

Mayor Eyans explained the reason 
of the amended by-law, saying that 
the original one was to borrow the 
sum of $1,200,000 upon 1916 tax ar- 
rears, but the by-law failed in its pur- 
pose, and it became necessary to se- 
cure the amendment. He pointed out 
that the original by-law said that the 
money borrowed should be used for 
the purpose for which the taxes were 
imposed, but as the 1916 liabilities 
had been met in other ways it became 
necessary that this clause should be 
altered. 

It was also pointed out that the 
duration of the debentures had been 
extended from 1949 to 1922, that pro- 
vision had been made if it was found 
hecegsary later on to issue a larger 
loan that the existing debentures 
could be taken up.and also that as the 
taxes were collected that the debent- 
ures could be redeemed pro rata. 

In regard to the application of 
Wood Gundy and company for an ex- 
tension of their option on the $750,000 
treasury bills, council adopted the re- 
port of the finance committee that the 
niatter should be allowed to rg@main 
in abeyance. 

Pending adoption of the 1918 esti- 
mates, the council authorized an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to provide for 
departmental expenditures required in 
the meantime, 

Veterans’ Memorial Hall

a memorial hall was referred to the 
city commisgioners and finance com- 
mittee for report.

The responsibilities of railways in 
regard to freight was one of the chief) 
points discussed jn the report of the 
counci] of the board of trade, sub- 
mitted at Tuesday afternoon's meet- 
ing. Among other things the council 
recommended that an educational 
campaign be undertaken among ship-| 
pers in order to inform them of their 
proper standing in regard to the rail- 
ways. The report of council said: 

“Re the provision in freight tariffs 
and freight classification which re- 
leves transportation companies from 
responsibility for damage to news- 
print occuring in ‘transit. The rail- 
ways appear to be within their rights 
in declining to recognize this responsi- 
bility. The committee are not yet pre- 
pared to make a recommendation as 
to whether the matter should be taken 
to the board of railway commissioners 
and relief asked for. Investigation 
is proceeding to ascertain whether 
damage arises from undue careless- 
ness in handling or loading by the 
carrier or whether it Is inherent to the 
character of the commodity carried 
and the way it is put up for shipment. 

Losses at Prepay Stations 

“Consideration had been given to 
complaints ag to loss by damage and 
shortages at prepay stations. This is 
a never-ending source of annoyance, 
trouble and loss. t was decided to 
recommended that shippers of Hkdmon- 
ton as a whole undertake a Joint edu- 
cationa] campaign with a view to 
bringing their customers and the pub- 
lic to a clearer understanding of the 
fact that the shipper’s responsibility, 
both legal and moral, ceases upon de- 
livery of a shipment in good order to 
the transportation company, in ac- 
cordance with the shipper's instruc- 
tions; and also that it is’the duty of 
the consignee at prepay stations to 
see that the railways comply with the 
requirements of the law in regard to 
the handling of freight at such sta- 
tions, and to take all reasonable pre- 
peurane to protect themselves against 
oss. 

“The matter of the appointment of 
a representative of this board of trade 
at a conference of the committee on 
commerce and agriculture to be held 
in Regina, February 4, 6 and 6, was 
laid over to be dealt with later, if 
netessary by a special meeting of the 
council,

General Movement 

Commerting upen general condi- 
tions affecting all street railway sys- 
tems, the commissoners Say: 

“Owing to the increased 
material and wages. there has been a 
general movement all over the Amer- 
jean continent to ingrease the street 
railway fare. 

“Worty years ago the five-cent fare 
was adopted for convenience, and has 
pever since been changed. but since 
that time the price of material has 
gone up from 10 to 100 per cent. at 
least, and wages have increased 10 to 
20 per cent, while the nickel fare has 
remained as before; consequently the 
street railway vampanies, on account 
of the inereaged cost of material and 
also on account of increase in wages 
and competition throuch gutomob'le 
traffic, have found themselves unable 
to pay dividends and in some cases 
not even thelr fixed charges.

ling Review of Methods of 
Disfranck‘sement 


There was a big turn-out at the 
smoker held at the Edmonton Liberal 
Club last night and the lounge was 


| filled with members, who enjoyed some 


good speaking and a entertaining mu- 


sical program as well. It was a cheer- 
ful and nappy looking lot of men,and 
to judge from appearances, one would 
have thought they were members ef 
a@ party which had all its own way 
at the recent election instead of the 
reverse being the case. James Mc- 
George was in the chair. 

The principal event of the evening 
was a speech by Hon. A. G. MacKay, 
K.C., who took occasion to review the 
events of the election and to narrate 
some facts which have since come to 
light concerning the cold biooded steal 
which was perpe.rated by the parti- 
zans of truth and righteousness on the 
17th of December last, and how the 
dice had been so loaded that it would 
have been impossible for the Liberals 
to win under any circumstances. Mr. 
MacKay only touched the high places, 
but jt was a catalogue of iniquities 
that made a deep Impression, even on 
those who were already aware that a 
Liberal candidate had had about as 
much chance as a snowball on the 
crown Sheet of a boiler. 

No Burying of the Hatchet 

Mr. MacKay said that he did not 
subscribe te the view that after an 
election one should bury the hatchet. 
When a question of right or wrong 
was to be divided the hatchet should 
never be buried. In this case, he said, 
no man who had ever read the war 
time election act, if he were sane, 
clothed and in his right mind, ever 
belleved that the government intend- 
ed to run an honest elecUon. Because 
of this, he went on, the gentleman 
who had run in the Liberal Interest in 
West Edmonton, was never given the 
square deal which he wag entitled to. 
If ever there was a man who should 
have had a fair chance it was a man 
who had pledged himself to the cause

Bogus Certificates 
Mr. Mackay described the authen- 


ticated instance (30 eases in one East} 


Edmonton poll), where enumerators 


‘had handed out certificates in blank

to party workers, which could be fill- 
ed out and the men 
swore in these begus ballots. He also 
said that although the law required 
that enumerators should sit for cer- 
tain hours at certain places in their 
polling divisions, theré were from 16 
to 20 polls in Bast Edmonton where 
the @numerator was not within the 
polling division on election day, 

The speaker read the elreular issued 
to enumerators directing them to re 
quire “all foreigners’ (not only Ger- 
mans and Ausirians), to produce their 
naturalization papers, which must be 
dated on or before March 2, 190%, and 


if not so dated, to refuse them the 
vote. 
This accounted for the wholesale 


barring out of naturalized Americans, 
Italians, Greeks, Bwedes, Norwegians 
and citizens of other nationalities wh»

Details Are Interesting. 

He has some interesting details to 
tell of his actual work. They can only 
make trips into the front line trenches 
after dark, so the wounded must wait 
till night.

War Aims of the Allies 


From the Speech by Lloyd George, Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, in the British House of Commons, on December 20, 1917.

Further commentary on the German peace aims as set forth in their 


counter proposition to the Bolsheviki government in Russia is sup- 
plied by the statement made by Lioyd George, prime minister of Great Bri- 
tain, to the House of Commons on December 20th, a full report of which is 
now available. In this statement he set out the war aims of the Allies with 
some particularity; they might be thus summarized: 

1, The complete restoration of national territory conquered by Germany 
and complete reparation for damage done, 

2. Future disposition of territory taken by Russia or Great Britain from 
Turkey—Palestine, Mesopotamia and Armenia—to be left to the peace con- 
gress upon the understanding, however, that they must not be returned to the 
“blasting tyranny of the Turks,” 

8. The future of the German colonies to be decided by the peace con- 
gress upon the understanding that the wishes of the inhabitants of these col- 
onies should be respected. 

4. A guarantee that the provisions of a treaty of peace would be res- 
pected—preferably the democratization of the German government. 

The responsibility of Prussian militarism for the war and the hopeleas- 
ness of peace while it remains in control of the German people were vigor- 
ously set forth by Mr. George in language paralleling that of President Wilson. 
The requirements ef peace, set forth by the British prime minister and the 
United States president, have not been met in the slightest measure by the 
tentative proposition submitted by the central powers to the Bolsheviki go- 
vernment, ?

central powers, on their part, present- 
ed an outline of settlement, which, tf 
much less definite, seems susceptible 
of liberal interpretation until their 
specific program of practical terms 
was added. That program proposed 
no concessions at all, either to sov- 
ereignty of Russia or to the prefer- 
ences of the popwayan with whose 
fortunes it dealt, but meant, in a word 
that the central empires were to keep 
every foot of territory thelr armed 
forces had occupled—every province, 
every city, every point of vantage—as 
& permanent addition to their terri- 
tories and their power. It is a reason- 
able conjecture that the general prin- 
ciples of settlement which they at first 
suggested originated with the more 
liberal statesmen of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, the men who have 
begun to feel the force of their own 
people's thought and purpose, while 
the concrete terms of actual settle- 
ment came from the military leaders, 
who have no thought but to keep what 
they have got. The negotiations have 
been broken off. The Russian repre- 
sentatives were sincere and in earnest. 
They cannot entertain such proposals 
of conquest and domination. 

The whole incident is full of signific- 
ance. It is also full of perplexity. 
With whom are the Russian repre- 
sentatives of the central empires 
speaking? Are they speaking for the 
majorities of their respective parlia- 
ments, or for the minority parties, 
that military and imperialistic min- 
ority which has so ‘ dominated their 
whole policy and COntrolled the af- 
fairs of Turkey and of the Balkan 
States, which have felt obliged to be- 
come their associates in this war 
The Russian representatives have in- 
sisted, very justly, very wisely, and in 
the true spirit of modern democracy 
that the conferences they have been 
holding with the Teutonic and Turk- 
ish statesmen should be held within 
open, not closed doors and all the 


sired, To whom have we been listen-| 
ing then? 
Depend Peace of World. 

To those who speak of the spirit and 
intention of the resolution of the 
German reichstag of the ninth of July 
last, the spirit and intention of the 
liberal leaders and parties of Ger- 
many, or to those who resist and defy 
that spirit and intention and insist 
upon conquest and subjugation? Or 
are we listening, In fact, to both, un- 
reconciled and in open and hopeless 
contradiction? These are very serious | 
and pregnant questions, Upon the} 
answer to them depends the peace of 
the world. 

But whatever the results of the par- 
leys at Brest-Litovsk, whatever the 
confusions of counsel and of purpose 
in the utterances of the spokesmen of 
the central empires, they have again 
attempted to acquire their obgsectives 
in the war and have again challenged | 
their adversaries to say what their 
objects are and what sort of settle- 
ment they would deem just and satis- 
factory, There is no good reason why | 
that challenge should not be respond- 
ed to, and responded to with the ut- 
most candor, We did not wait for it, 
Not once, but again and again we have 
laid our whole thought and purpose} 
before the world, not in general terms 
only, but each time with sufficient de- 
finition to make it clear what sort of 
definitive terms of settlement must | 
necessarily spring out of them. Within 
the last week, Mr. Lloyd George has | 
spoken with admirable candor and in 
admirable spirit for the people and 
government of Great Britain. There is 
no confusion of counsel among the ad- | 
versaries of the central powers, no un- 
certainty of principle, no vagueness of | 
detail. The only secrecy of conditions, 
the only lack of fearless frankness, 
the only failure to make definite state-

of the United States would wish me. 
to respond with utter simplicity and 
frankness, Whether their present 
leaders believe it or not it is our 
heartful desire and hope that some

The board of trade Tuesday after- 
noon in a vnanimous resolution, signi- 
fied its appreciation of the steps taken 


by the provincial government to cre- 
ate a department of public health, 
and the promised extension of pro- 
vincial effort in guarding the welfare 
of the public. 

The action of the provincial govern- 
ment has been under the considera- 
tion of the civic interests of the board 
of trade and the chairman, Ald. H. 
Mliton Martin, presented a report in 
which he said that the Hon, G. P. 
Smith, provincial secretary and min- 
ister of public heagth, had been pre- 
| sent at a meeting, when the following 
also attended: Messrs, Jennings, Hut- 
chinson, E. L. Hill, Professor Shel- 
don, J. &. Brown, F. T, Fisher, Drs. 
Anderson, Hope, Wells and Wright, 

All the medical men were tn favor 
of the provincial authorities pursuing 
an advanced policy in regard to public 
health, and gave assurance of the ac- 
tive support of the medical and dental 
professions. 

A sub-committee was appointed to 
draft a resolution for presentation to 
the board of trade, 

Hon, Mr. Smith Speaks, 

The Hon. G. P, Smith said that he 
Was glad to have the opportunity to 
attend the meeting and while he had 
all the duties and responsibilities of 
the department of public health to 
learn and could, not make announce 
ment of the policy which would be 
developed, he could say that a com- 
mencement would be made, and in 
this he was glad to have the co-oper- 
ation of the board of trade and medi- 
cal profession, 


It was suggested at the meeting 


| that a board of trade member should 


attend the next meeting of the Ed- 
monton Academy of Medicine and ask 
that they should assist the board of 
tradé in matters appertaining to pub 
lic welfare. 

The report, which was moved by 
Ald, H. Milton Martin, Was seconded 
by Dr. Wright and spoken to by Drs. 
Hope and Wells. 

It was decided to forward a copy 
of the resolution to Premier Borden, 

Resolution Adopted, 

The resolution presented by 
cominittee read as follows; 

“That whereas the board of trade 
of the city of Edmonton realizes that 
the individual lives of the people of 
the provinces are by far, its greatest 
and most important asset either from 
an economic or any other point of 
view; and that from a general review 
of the situation and a careful study 
of the vital statistics of the province 
(imperfect, however, as they may be) 
the physical well-being of the inhabit- 
ants of this province has not received 
the a:tention of the proper authori- 
ties, that its importance demands, as 
for example: , 

“The lack of provision for educa- 
tion of parents in the’ care of the in- 
fant and the rearing of children, hun- 
dreds of whom are lost to the prov- 
ince each year through ignorance and 
carelessness, 

“Tne lack of medical and dental In- 
spection of school children in the 
towns, villages and rural districts, 

“The lack of provision for the Iso- 
lation and care of the hundreds of 
patients scattered 
throughout the provisice 

“The lack of any organized effort 
to control vice and the spread ef ven- 


the 


; ereal diseases, 


“And many other matters of vital 
concern, which at present receive no 
attention. 

“Therefore be it resolved that this 
board of trade express its deep satis- 
faction that our provincial govern- 
ment has awakened to a sense of its 
responsibility in this respect by an- 
nouncing its intention to forthwith 
establish a department under the hon- 
orable the provincial secretary to deal 
with the whole question of public 
health ° 

“And further it is our bellef that 


the said government should stop at 
no re nable expense in thoroughly 
investigating and adopting the most 


modern methods for dealing with the 
question in its broadest aspects, and 
that it should employ the most scien- 
tific and best men it can procure for 
the practical and administrative work 
in connection therewith.” 


UNIFORMITY OF 
LEGISLATION IN 
CANADA URGED

formity of legislation in Canada

There is now !n existence a pro- 
posal for the appointment of proyin- 
cial commissions whose duties would 
be to work for the uniformity of pro- 
vinetal legislation, The scheme is em- 
bodied in a draft bill which it is asked 
should be brought before the provin- 
cial legislatures, and it Was consider- 
ation of this draft bill that the board 
of trade appointed the special com- 
mittee.

London, Jan, 8.—A reply from 


the central wers to the state. 
ment of British war aims made by 
Premier Lioyd George Saturday is 
awaited here with the greatest 
interest, It is belleved that Ger- 
many and her allies cannot de- 
cline to reply in some form as to 
make the reply more straight- 
forward and finite than any 
previous statement of their aims, 


But if the German papers correctly 
mirror the siquation there, the test 
which the Boisheviki have made of 
Germany's attitude toward the prin- 
ciple of no annexations has thrown 
Germany into political turmoil. Ad- 
vices from the capitalsof the neutral 
countries bordering on Germany show 
that the opinion prevalent there ts 
that one of the most severe national 
crisis in the history of Germany is 
developing as the result of differences 
of views between the military and 
non-military leaders regarding the 
government's attitude toward Russia 
It is reported generally that Gen, von 
Ludendorff, as leader of the former

SWORD SWINGS IN 
GERMAN ANSWERS 
TO LLOYD GEORGE 


Amsterdam, Jan. 8.-—-Discussing the 
statement of war almgs made Saturday 
by Premier Lloyd George, the Khent- 
sche Westfaelische Zeitung, of Essen, 
says: 

“When Lioyd George and British 
labor demand Alsace for France and 
the German colonies, Arabia, Syria, 
and Palestine for England, and speak 
of the war indemnity we will have to 
pay, the answer in view of the actual 
war situation is ‘it Is too much,’ ”’ 

The newspaper thinks, however, 
that the calmer tone in which Lloyd 
George spoke is worth nothing, and 
adds: “Well. Lloyd George too will one 
day become reasonable. Until then 
the U-boats and Hindenburg’s sword 
will help.” . 

The SFrankfurtep Zeitung says: 
“Only a defeated Germany could think 
of negotiating terms laid down b 
Lloyd George. It is a new war speec 
and a way to terminate the war will 
only be open when the movement 
which has begun in England and other 
entente countries is strong enough 
to replace Lloyd George, Clemenceau 
and Baron Sonnino by men who; 
recognize the impossible nature of 
such speeches and draw consequences 
from such recognition. 

“How far we are from that time it 
is hard to say,” 

The Nachrichten, of Dusseldorf, 
says: “The main point of the speech 
ig that Lioyd George binds Creat 
Britain to fight to t) last breath ‘for 
Alsace-Lorraine, 


We do not be. 
however, that the British people w.il| 
fight to the last breath for this war 
aim, 

“There is no Alsace-Lorraine ques- 


tion for us and the speech cannot, 
therefore, aim at promoting peace 
with us, It was intended to throw 


suspicion on the negotiations at Brest- 
Litovsk, The sword alone can con- 
vince this enemy and make him ready 
for peace." 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: “Every- 
body will have expected in the speech 
a definite reply to the question wheth- 
er the present British intentions will 
bring ug)nearer to peace. We are un- 
able to find a single word in this long 
statement of very calm tone and, for 


{the speaker, very moderate and per- 


tinent character, which justifies an 
affirmative reply. Lloyd George ad- 
mitted that the ideals and aims which 
have been placed in the foreground 
up to the present are not for the en- 
tente policy the main thing, but terri- 
torial questions are, 

“In brief, he says clearly that all 
alterations of the map by the war in 
favor of the central powers shall be 
annulled and that ali in favor of Great 
Britain and her allies and also those) 
which are still mere demands shall) 
be maintained.” 

The Morgen Post says: “The sense 
of Lioyd George's statement may be 
summarized in the short formula that 
Great Britain wants to retain what- 
ever it attaches value to In the interest 
of its world position. On the other 
hand the quadruple alliance must not 
only_ roundly renounce all their yic- 
tori@s arms have brought them, but 
voluntarily surrender portions of their 
territory or suffer interference in their 
international political affairs. 

“Lioyd George's terms, therefore, 
are such as only a victor dare offer 
the vanquished, We must show Great 
Britain by deeds that we are the 
victors, not the vanquished.” 

The Boursen Courier regards Mr. 
Lioyd George's speech as an attempt 
to isolate Germany by intimidating 
her allies. The Boursen Zeitung says 
that an important point In connection 
with the speech is that there is a 
material difference between the pres- 
ent British war aims and those known 
to have been held recently, The news- 
paper believes the reason may be 
found in England's present position, 
which it describes ag difficult. 

The ‘Tages Zeitung makes the staty- 

ment that a peace assuring to the 
people of the German Empire a safe 
and free future can be attained only 
by victory over England. 
The Kreuze Zeitung declares that 
Mr. Lioyd George’s program can be 
carried through only after the com- 
plete defeat of Germany. 

In the Taeglische Rundschau, of 
Berlin, General Liebert says the bal- 
ance of the war Is greatly in favor of 
Great Britain, which has firmly in 
hand not only the Cape-to-Cair@ line) 


group, actually has gone so far as to 
threaten the resignation of himself 
and Field Marshal von Hindenburg if 
further countenance !s given even to 
such views as those advanced by men 
of the type of Dr. von Kuehlmann and 
Count Czernig, the German and Aus- 
trian foreign ministers. 

At the same time the view of von 
Kuehlmann and Czernin fail to satisty 
German Socialists who regard their 
middle of the road policy ag tricky 
and who are determined that the spirit 
of the reichstag resolution must be 
followed sincerely and without qualifi- 
cation or reserve. 

Neutral observers declare that the 
map between the German parties sud- 

enly has become a chasm so wide 
that there ts little hope of bridging it, 
and that the development of internal 
crisis of serious proportions seems 
inevitable. 

On the other hand, it Is pointed out 
that the various parties in entente 
countries never appeared so complete. 
ty united as in thelr support of the 
war aims formulated by Premier 
Lileyd George.
